This concern is admittedly a trust, 
and as such it 1s able, or was able, to fix its own prices, and the only 
way the dealer could get the wallpaper he wanted was to agree to 
pay the price named by the trust. 

This he did, and he bought wallpaper to the value of $200,000. 

ut the more he thought about the matter later the more he became 

convinced that he had been compelled to pay an exorbitant price for 
the goods. Therefore, he withheld a balance of $57,000 which he 
claimed represented the overcharge. The case in due time reached 
the supreme court, and, as already stated, that tribunal, by a vote of 
five to four, has sustained him. 

Of course, all sorts of considerations entered into the discussion 
of this case—questions of law, questions of equity, questions of 
policy, questions of expediency. It 1s sometimes very difficult—some- 
times next to impossible—tor mortals to determine what is absolute 
right, and in such cases they do best who follow the example of the 
minortal Lincoln and do right according as God gives them the light 
to doit. .\ majority of the supreme court seems to have taken this 
course, and the popular verdict will sustain the decision.

Fear is at the bottom of the whole trouble. It is the lack of 
confidence men have in one another and in the future welfare of 
the country. Dut it is gratifving to know that within the past week 
there have been substantial evidences of the disappearance of this 
feeling of doubt and uncertainty. Looking the situation straight 
in the face, men are coming to the realization that the underlying 
conditions of the country are such that unbounded prosperity 1s 
awaiting everybody who is ready to participate in It. 

Reports by ratlroad companies showing the amount of business 
being done are very satisfactory. Wath scarcely an exception, trafhic 
is increasing in a very substantial manner in all parts of the country. 
The last report of the committee on car efficiency of the American 
Railway Association for the first time in several months showed 
that the number of idle cars on sidetracks was decreasing. During 
the past four years many roads about doubled their equipment in 
order to meet the unprecedented trattic requirements. When the 
financial flurry struck the country much of this additional equipment 
was sent to the At present there are about 300,000 cars 
awaiting a further revival of business. From: now on this number 
doubtless will be gradually reduced. Spring trade is already opening 
up and when confidence is fully restored neither tariff uncertainty 
nor anything else can hinder the onward progress of business.

The truth is that the 
war was generated in nothing more substantial than fear. In Africa 
the Jamieson raid was interpreted as unmasking a design on the part 
of the British government for seizing the Boer republics. In Eng- 
land the military outlay of the Boers was interpreted as preparative 
to an invasion of Cape Colony and Natal. If the late President 
Kruger had not lost lis head and dragged the Orange Free State 
with him into a struggle, the inevitable end of which his ignorance of 
the strength of the power he was opposing himself to hid from him, 
the amalgamation oft the various states might have come about more 
slowly but more peaceably. The ludicrous unpreparedness 6f Great 
Britain for the war was the strongest proof of her good faith. Most 
wars are theresultof men’s passions surging over at acritical moment. 
If that moment can only be weathered, the passions subside, and the 
opponents discover at leisure that they have been quarreling over the 
proverbial ass’s skin. The war between Great Britain and the Boer 
republics was one of the most unnecessary ever fought, except on the 
appalling old theory that people, in certain circumstances, have got 
to fight in order to be friends. The proof of this hes in the indis- 
putable fact that, after the devastation of farms and the most reck- 
less expenditure of money and of lives, the opponents have discov- 
ered that they can live in perfect harmony with one another. Truly 
it has been written, “What fools these mortals be!” 
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OUR ESTEEMED contemporary, the Portland 
Oregonian, regretfully calls attention to the 
fact that up to date the Seattle Times and 
the Philadelphia Inquirer are the only news- 
papers in the United States that have entered 
any objection to the sending of the Liberty 
Bell to Portland and the Seattle exposition. 
“It 1s not difficult,” says the Oregonian, “to 
find reasons why the Philadelphia paper 
should prefer having the relic remain in the 
Quaker City, where all who desire tq see it would be obliged to make 
a trip to its permanent resting place. It is puzzling, however, to 
account for the attitude of the Seattle paper, for if the Liberty Bell 
Is sent to Seattle it will be far and away ahead of any other attrac- 
tion there in exciting the interest of the Pacific coast people.” 

It seems to us that the esteemed Oregonian goes a tritle too tar 
and becomes unnecessarily irritating when it says that the Liberty 
Bell would be the greatest attraction at the Seattle exposition, even 
for Pacific coast people. That it would be a most valuable feature 
of the exposition there can be no doubt. That it would be regarded 
with reverence by young and old from all parts of the Pacific North- 
west there can be no doubt. But that it would be a principal feature 
of the Alaska-Yukon-Pacific exposition is a statement which would 
not be altogether borne out by the facts. 

The great exposition which opens in Seattle on June 1 and con- 
tinues open until October 16 of the present year promises to be one of 
the most interesting and important ever held in this country. Its 
primary purpose, as stated in the act creating it, 1s to exploit the 
resources of Alaska and Yukon territories in the United States and 
the Dominion of Canada, and to make known and foster the vast 
importance of the trade of the Pacific ocean and of the countries 
bordering thereon. In addition, it-is intended to demonstrate the 
marvelous progress of western America. When completed it will 
represent an expenditure of about $10,000,000. Twelve large exhi- 
bition buildings form its nucleus. Around these cluster the state, 
territorial and concessions buildings, foreign pavilions, the adminis- 
tration group and smaller exhibition buildings. 

The grounds, which comprise 250 acres, are on the campus of 
the University of Washington, twenty-five minutes’ ride by five 
double-track electric car lines from the business center of Seattle, 
and, scenically, are incomparably the finest upon which exposition 
structures have ever been reared anywhere. In plain view are the 
snow-clad Olympic and Cascade ranges of mountains, and from all 
points within the enclosure the beautiful Mt. Rainier 14,526 feet, and 
the equally beautiful Mt. Baker, 11,000 feet, are visible. 

Now, saying absolutely nothing about the exhibits in the build- 
ings or on the grounds, it will be seen by the reader that the Liberty

could only be at the very most an incidental attraction. 

We really do think that the esteemed Oregonian should be a 
little more careful in its use of language when it 1s touching upon 
the Alaska-Yukon-Pacific exposition, and, on the other hand, it might 
be equally well for the esteemed Times to withdraw its opposition 
to sending the bell.

IN A GENERAL way, all well-informed persons 
know what the word “chinook” means. _ It 
is defined in one of the latest of the encyclo- 
pedias, in accordance with a long-established 
understanding, as a “‘warm, dry, westerly 
wind of winter, occurring on the eastern 
slopes of the mountains from Colorado to 
Oregon and northward to the Peace river.” 
It is, generally speaking, the name of a wind 
that “brings a vernal mildness of tempera- 
ture and is so dry that the snow and ice disappear without the visible 
production of water.” 

We have all regarded it as a wind which “occurs several times 
during the winter and usually lasts two or three days.” Likewise, 
when we have taken the trouble to look it up at any time during the 
last twenty or thirty years, or since people in the new Northwest and 
the Puget Sound country began to write home about it, we have 
always learned that it has its origin “in the drawing of the wind over 
the mountains and is paralleled by the fohn in Switzerland and sim 
ilar winds in Greenland, New Zealand and other parts of the world.’ 

But the book meaning of words and the actual meaning of them 
are frequently very different, especially when the meaning is affected 
by local conditions. A correspondent of the Portland Oregonian, 
for example, wants to know what that usually very careful newspaper 
means when it calls a sea breeze a chinook, or when it refers to 
“regulation chinook rains.” The reply is interesting not only to 
philologists but to ordinary people, and especially to those who are 
becoming more and more interested in that magnificent domain which 
the chinook caresses. 

It seems, then, that the present acceptation of “chinook” as an 
equatorial trade wind that blows during the winter months trom the 
southwest, and which, laden with moisture, strikes the Pacific coast 
from the northern boundary of California to the Alaskan archi- 
pelago, is a misnomer. ‘In early days in Oregon,” says the news- 
paper referred to, “our summer wind trom the northwest was called 
a chinook, so named because it blew into the Willamette valley from 
the coast region inhabited by the Chinook Indians, north of the 
entrance of the Columbia. Among the pioneers and their descend- 
ants a chinook wind was a ‘clearing-up wind. Now it signifies 
precisely the opposite.” 

It is true, as the Oregonian points out, that the word is put into 
use locally now in all parts of the country, and that it means, gener- 
ally, any soft, balmy wind. | 

It is heard in this sense even here in Boston, and just at the 
present time there is a prevalent feeling along this coast that the 
chinook will blow earlier this season than usual.

t.fforts have been made for the last 
three years by the Boston Elevated Com- 
pany to obtain the right to carry freight, 
but there oppoxtion 
from the steam roads, and a lively 
test is expected again this year when the 
hearings on the company’s petition are 
held at the State | 

Freight is now carried by many street 
railways outside of Boston, but a statute 
now in existence prevents freight being 
brought into this city, although it 
brought by street railways to the very 
doors of the city, so to speak. 

The Boston & Northern system carries 
freight all through Massachusetts to the 
north of Boston, and the Old Colony has 
many branches to the south covering the 
whole southern section of the state with 
a network of roads. 

It has been thought that the 
Elevated Railway Company would at- 
tempt to absorb the Boston & Worcester 
Street Railway Company, which has a 
direct and comparatively new line well 
equipped, between Boston and Worcester, 
and has the right to carry freight nearly 
all the way. It said, however, that 
it is not intended at present to do this. 

What the Boston Elevated desires to 
do as soon as possible is to acquire con- 
trol of the two great systems of the Bos; 
ton & Northern and the Old Colony street 
railway companies. While it is said that 
in this event those two systems would 
continue to their present indi- 
vidual identities, the Klevated 
would be able to carry out its pregram 
for a through system and 
freight service, if permission from the 
Legislature can be obtained to carry 
freight to and from Boston.
